WAR'S SECRETS: 


Former Chancellor Before 
German Quiz Committee. 
Admits Distrust of Wilson in 

Early Peace Plans. 


“We Could not then See 
Within His Soul,” He Said.

BERLIN, Oct. 31.—Former Chan- 
cellor Von Bethmann Hollweg was 
a witness today before the subcom- 
mittee of the National Assembly in- 
vestigating what had been the pos- 
sibilities of peace-making during the 
course of the war. 

The committee requested answers 
from Dr. Von Bethmann Hollweg, 
who was Chancellor when the war 
began, and held office until July 
14, 1917, to the following three 
questions: 

First——-Why did the Central Pow- 
ers make their peace offer on De- 
cember 12, 1916, when action by 


President Wilson for peace had

Replying to the first of the three 
questions he had been asked to 
answer, the former Chancellor. eaid: 
“It President Wilson was upset be-

allow this to influence his action.” 

Von Bethmann Hollweg would not 
assert that President Wilson was not 
in earnest in holding out a pros- 
pect of peace action, but said there 
was a long series of facts throwing 
doubt on whether, and when, he 
(President Wilson) could carry out 
his resolve, which led the German 
xovernment to doubt whether his 
intervention could come soon 
enough. 

According to Count von Bern- 
storffs’ reports, the former Chan- 
cellor declared, the President was 
accustomed to show hesitancy and 
dilatoriness, and appeared handi- 
capped by his own and his coun- 
try’s relations to the Entente. 

“We could not see into the Prest- 
dent’s soul,“ said Von Bethmann 
Holiweg. “However, he had. no 
friendly feeling for Germany, as 
Was recently declared by Premier 
Clemenceau in the Senate. More- 
over, the commercial relations of 
England and the United States for 
the supply of armaments were bound 
severely to restrain the President's

GATCHINA IN THE DEPTHS. 


Gatchina is now a grim and silent 
place. I have seen a Kansas town 
in regions stricken by grasshoppers 
and drought. I have been in towns 
in the south after a smalipox con- 
tagion, and in towns in China where 
the plague had raged for months, 
and in other cities cursed by famine. 
Gatchina looks today as though, for 
two. years, it had had everything— 
smallpox, the plague, drought, fam- 
ine and grasshoppers. It is a picture 
of desolation. There is horror and 
sadness’ everywhere. In the dark, 
tumble-down buildings twenty-three 
old women are sick and starving. 

As we came in from the front 
vesterday our machine was stopped 
Wr a crowd of people in the road. 
They were Watching a man who 
stood against a walk while a file of 
soidiers in front of him leveled their 
rifles. At the word of command, they 
fired, and the man fell dead. A sol- 
dier in the crowd told me the man 
was formerly the communist com- 
mandant at Harnburg. who had 
been found guilty by court-martial 
and executed accordingly. 

Just a few yards from our house 
two mornings ago I heard the rat- 
tle of rifles in the imperial deer 
park. One of our guards said six 
communist cadets captured the day 
before had been shot. These are the 
only executions of . communists 
which I have heard since I have 
been in Gatchina. 

SOVIET MONEY TABOO. 

The passing of soviet money, or 
the sale of it. is punished as severe- 
ly as we punish people for circulat- 
ing counterfeit money in America. 
T have tried in vain to buy some of 
this money, but people gladly 
present me all I want to carry, but 
they will not accept payment for it 
or any article in exchange, even 
cigarettes, because they say . they 
would be put in jail if they did. 

The only bright spots in town are 
the kitchens where the American 
Child-Fund Association is feeding 
several thousands of the children of 
Gatchina, and those who are refu-, 
gees from Tsarskoe Selo and other | 
towns from which the Reds have 
been driven by the Yudenitch 
troops: It is the first time I have 
ever liked to Listen to people eating 
soup. The little Russians stop eat- 
ing their soup, and do their best to 
sing the first verse of “My Country 
‘Tis of Thee,” when an American 
enters the kitchen. The «itempt Is 
heartrending, but the children are 80 
thin and white and 80 anxious to 
show their gratitude to America 
that it—well, it “gets your nanny.”

Congressmen Question Him 
About the New Army. 


A. E. F. Leader Thinks it 
Should Number 300,000. 


In Favor of Universal Mili- 
tary Training. | 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Dis- 
senting in many important respects 
from the programme recommended 
by the War Department and the 
General Staff, Gen. Pershing told 
the military committees of Congress 
today that 300,000 men, raised en- 
tirely by voluntary enlistment, 
should be the outside figure consid- 
ered for a standing army. 

He favored universal military 
training to provide an emergency ro- 
serve, but thought general educa- 
tional work should be combined with 
it and milMary discipline “somewhat 
relaxed” so that the system would be 
in complete harmony with demo- 
fratic institutions. He fixed six 
months ag the training period. 

The department had recommended 
an army of more than 500,000 with 
a system of universal training not 
embracing the educational feature. 
Ita recommendation for a training 
period was three monthe. 

Departing again from the ex- 
pressed views of he departgent, the 
general declared army purchasing 
should be reorganized in a new bu- 
reau apart from the Quartermas- 
ter Corps, and that a separate de- 
partment of the government should 
be organised to co-ordinate and su- 
pervise military, naval and com- 
mercial aeronautics. He considered 
the department's request for 23! 
General Staff officers excessive and 
effort by the staff to extend its au- 
thority into the details of the de- 
partment bureaus and of the line. 

His testimony before the two com- 
mittees opened a series of special 
joint sessions to hear his views on 


peace-time reorganization of the 
alimy. 
Gen. Pershing expressed several 


times his unfamiliarity with the 
present make-up and policy of the 
General Staff and emphasized that 
he was speaking directly from his 
experiences in the field. But he did 
not hesitate to put into pointed lan- 
guage his opinions on the abstract

VIEWS ON 

When one representative asked 
him whether he approved an appar- 
ent tendency of the Staff to project 
its control into detaile of the line, 
he brought his fist down upon the 
table and snapped:

SACRAMENTO, Oct, 31.— No spe- 
clal legislative session will be called 
at this time to consider Japanese 
exclusion and high living costa, Gov. 
William D, Stephens said today. 

The extraordinary session which 
convenes tomorrow at 2 o'clock wil! 
act on ratification of the national 
woman suffrage amendment and 
then adjourn, for the State consti!- 
tution provides that no official ac- 
tion may be taken by a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature on any sub- 
ject not specifically mentioned in the 
Governor's call. 

In announcing his decision not to 
cal] other extraordinary sessions. 
the Governor said there was af 
present insufficient information for 
guidance of legislative action on the 
Japanese question, and of high liv- 
ing costs he declared: “It is nor 
within the power of any one State 
in the Union to make any substan- 
tial change in world-wide abnormal 
economic conditions.” | 

He concluded: “I cannot bring 
myself to submit these important 
questions to the hurried considera- 
tion Of a special session.” 

The Governor's statement follows: 

“The Legislature will not at this 
time be called in special session iv 
consider any other subject than that 
announced in the present call, to 
wit, the ratification of the national 
woman's suffrage amendment. 

“I have come to this conclusion 
deliberately, and after considering 
Appeals that have been made to 
me to include within the call two 
other subjects, the Japanese ques- 
tion and the high cost of living. It 
is proper that the people of this 
State should know the reasons that 
actuated me. 

“I recognize fully the growing 
menace occasioned by the introduc- 
tion into our State of people of an- 
other blood and the problems that 
will be developed by the presence of 
u non-assimilable race. Without re- 
flecting at all upon any people of an- 
other race, our own experience, as 
well as the experience of every 
other nation, with a diverse race 
problem. leads to but one conclu- 
sion. 

UNWISE AT THIS TIME. 

“But I cannot shut my eyes to the 
existenge of a condition in the 
world’s affairs today that makes it 
extremely unwise at this particular 
time to add to the many vexing 
problems of our American people. 
The nation is in n transitory stage, 
passing from the greatest war of 
history into a peace presenting un- 
paralelied problems. In this State 
of transition, when our own coun- 
try is earnestly dcbating what shall 
be its own future in international 
relationship, I do not feel justified 
in permitting it at this time to be 
vexed by any action of the State of 


try and of Great 


California if it can reasonably be de- 
ferred. 

Moreover, it should not be for- 
gotten that this question which 
Presses primarily on the people of 
this State dees so by reason of Cali- 
fornia’s geographical position. It is 
doubtful whether at this time, with 
the insufficient information 
nished, that the American people 
as a whole realize the gravity of the 
menace. To meet this need, I have 
asked the State Board of Control, in 
the investigation it was directed by 
resolution of the Legislature to 
make, to gather and present de- 
tailed information covering this er- 
tire subect. Without this report 
from the State Board of Control, 
we are, as u matter of fact, not pre- 
pared to act intelligently in our own 
State or to present our case con- 
Vincingly anywhere else. 

DISTINCT POLITICAL PHASE. 

“There is an imoression elsewhere 
that there is no more to this ques- 
tion than that politicians in Calt- 
fornia play upon race prejudice to 
elect themselves to office. Hence 
the necessity for detalled and ar- 
curate information with which to 
justify to the natton our determi- 
nation that California shall not be 
populated nor her lands owned, 
leased or controlled, directly or in- 
directly, by any race ineligible to 
citizenship and impossible of assirri- 
lation. 

“No one disputes the sovereign 
rights of this State to enact all do- 
mestic legisiation which its welfare 
dictates. At the same time, in this 
crisis, when the passions of all peo- 
ples are almost at the breaking 
point, it would be folly to intensify 
our national difficutlies. In a calmer 
time. when these pressing national! 
questiong shall have been disposed 
of, when we ourselves shall be 
equipped with definite information 
and can act wisely, the problem of 
the Japanese in our California life is 
one that should yield readily to the 
legislative genius of our people. 

“So far as the question of the 
present high cost of living is con- 
cerned, no one is more desirous of 
effectuating means for the return of 
necessaries to normal prices than !

The gov- 
ernment now proposes to intervene 
because of a possible coal shortage 
Apparently, the government is not 
concerned with the manipulation by 
the mine owners, which has made for 
present coal shortage and undue un- 
employment of the miners for the 
past eleven months. Instead of deal- 
ing with those responsible for this 
grave menace to the public welfare 
it now proposes to punish those who 
by foree of cirournstances have been 
the victims of the coal barons’ ex 
ploitations, 

“The miners are now told the war 
ia not over. and that all war legis- 
lation is still in effect: and, if re- 
ports received here are correct, the 
government intends to apply existine 
war measures, not against the own- 
ers of the coal mines, but against 
the coal miners. The government has 
taken steps to enforce war measures 
by an injunction, and it has re- 
strained the officials of the United 
Mine Workers from counseling, aid- 
ine or in any way assisting the mem- 
bers of this organization for relief 
against grievous conditions of life 
and employment. 

“Tt is almost inconceivable that a 
government which is proud of its 
participation in a great war to 
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Ralireaé Agents | the 


liberate suppressed peoples should 
now undertake to suppress the legiti- 


a group of its own people. It is stil! 
more strange that a nation which 
may justly be proud of its Abraham 
Lincoln should now reverse the ap- 
plication of the great truth he enun- 
elated when he said that as between 
capital and labor, labor should ro- 
ceive first and foremost considera- 
tien. 

“The injunction against the United 
Mine Workers bodes for iil. An in- 
function of this nature will not pre- 
vent the strike—it will not fill the 
empty stomachs of the miners—it 
may restrain sane leadership, but 
will give added strength to unwise 
counsel and increase bitterness and 
friction. 

“This injunction can pnly result in 
creating new and more@ disturbing is- 
sues which may not be confined sole- 
ly to the miners. These views were 
presented to Atty.-Gen. Palmer in a 
conference this afternoon lasting 
nearly two hours by President Gom- 
pers, Secretary Morrison and Vice- 
President Woll of the American 
Federation of Labor.” 

RAIL UNIONS INTERESTED. 

Heads of the great railway broth- 
erhoods also conferred with the At- 
torney General, but disclaimed that 
they did more than offer thelr serv- 
jces to intervetie. 

Atty.-Gen. Palmer emphasized to 
the unſon labor leaders that the gov- 
ernment’s injunction was in no wise 
an infringement of the working 
man's right to strike, but that it was 
a lawful process a calamity 
to the country. He pointed out that 
the injunction had been issued for 
the government acting for all the 
people and not for the employers act- 
ing in conflict with their employees. 

The Attorney-General declined to 
predict what would be done if the 
miners failed to heed the Federal 
court’s order, pointing out that the 
court itself initiates means to deal 
with those who disregard its man- 


The Attorney- Generals careful 
explanation that the injunction pro- 
ceedings were directed against the 
union officers and not against ary 
of the men who actually mine the 
coal, leaving them in fact “free to 
work or not.“, as they individually 
pleased, reflected previous atate- 
ments by administration officials 
that the strike lacked support of the 
rank and file. It was made plain that 
the government intended to seek to 
divert disaster by preventing, le- 
Kally, the activities of the men be- 
lieved responsible for the disaster, 
rather than by wholesale arrests. 

“I didn't argue the question of an 
injnction,’’ Palmer said, in speaking 
of his conference with the railroad 
men, “but treated the situation as a 
crisis needing the good offices of all 
good citizens.” 

Mr. Palmer was more reticent 
concerning his conference with Com- 
pers, which apparently was rot ao 
harmonious as the first. 

GOMPERS BELLIGERENT. 

Mr. Palmer told Gompers the 
Railroad Administration had out- 
standing coal contracts calling for 
230,000 tons daily and that the 
roads would be paralyzed if the sup- 
ply could not be obtaned. 

“It must be that the. government 
can protect itself from such a ca- 
lamity,” the Attorney-General* de- 
clared, in discussing the  confer- 
ence. “I think th is a strong gov- 
ernment, supported by the people. 
T am confident that it will be un- 
necessary to use any other power 
than the courts to protect itself.“ 

Mr. Palmer said he told the unfon 
men that they were at liberty to 
say to either side of the strike that 
the President was ready to act im- 
mediately to have the controversy 
settled amicably whenever the 
strike was called off. 

President Gompers and other offi- 
clals of the American Federation 
of Labor were said. however, to 
have urged their views on the mat- 
ter of the injunction in their con 
ference with the Attorney-General. 

“I explained the necessity for the 
action.“ Mr. Palmer said, “and tho 
manner in which this case must be 
differentiated on its facts from all 
other casts in which injunctiona 
have been used. I have been op- , 
posed and the administration hi 
been opposed to government injunc-. 
tion whereby employers might use 
the processes of the courts on an ex- 
parte hearing to force their em- 
ployees into submission. 

“This is the government itse)’. 
using its own courts to protect it- 
self from paralysis. 

THE REAL ISSUE. 

“It is not an injunction obtained 
by employers,” Mr. Palmer said, 
“not for the benefit of the employers 
not to settle the controversy, but 
to save the people of the entire 
country from disaster. It doesn’t 
affect the right of a man to work 
when he pleases.” 

In this connection, he explained 
that the petition for injunction as 
prepared by the government scekr 
to restrain the officers of the United 
Mine Workers from doing anything 
in furtherance 6f the strike order. 
It the injunction is obeyed,” Mr. 
Palmer said, “and it goes without 
saying that the law must be obeyed. 
it will take away the direction of 
the strike from above and leave the 
men perfect freedom to work or not 
as they see fit. No strike can go 
on without direction.” 

If the injunction is disobeyed the 
court can act on its own inftia- 
tive to punish the violators or on 
application of the government. Mr. 
Palmer declared the next step de- 
pends on what happened. 

In connection with the protest of 
railway workers’ representatives, it 
was recalled that Atty.-Gen. Palm- 
er’s statement announcing the gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward the coal 
strike incidentally announced that 
any conspiracy to retard or in- 
terfere with transportation of nec- 
essities also was illegal under the 
food and fuel control law. This

“(a.) Fixing prices of Litumin- 
ous and lignite coal at the mines; 

“(b.) Fixing or regulating com- 
missions of persons and agencies 
performing the functions of middle- 
men dealing in bituminous and lig- 
nite coal; 

(e.) Fixing or regulating gross 
margins or prices of wholesale and 
retail dealers in bituminoue and lig- 
nite coal; and do hereby restore all 
of said rules, regulations and proc- 
la mat ions to the extent herein pro- 
vided, to full force and effect, as if 
they had not been suspended. 

“Inasmuch as it is contemplated 
that it may be necessary from time

PREVAILING PRICES. 
The maximum prices for bitumin- 
ous coal, restored by today's order, 
are approximately those prevailing 
during the summer and until re- 
cent rises owing to the threatened 
Strike. There is no material reduc- 
tion from the present prices, officials 
of the Geological Survey said. The 
object of the order was to prevent 
profiteering or increases. Prices of 
anthracite are not affected. 
The maximum prices are fixed by 
States and for prepared sizes range 
from $4.60 a net ton at mine mouth 
to $2.60. 
While no action is contemplated 
now with regard to anthracite coal, 
Dr. Garfield said that the course of 
prices would be watched carefully. 
“Just the moment anthracite coal 
shows any disposition to get away.“ 
he said, “maximum price orders will 
be revised to stop proflteering.“ 
The Fuel Administrator today 
signed an order reviving the distri- 
bution and diversion orders of the 
Fuel Administration under which the 
old list of priorities immediately be- 
comes effective. He said it was not 
contemplated at present to revive 
any other orders. 
The preference list as it will now 
stand will operate in this order: 
Railroads, army and navy and other 
government departments; State and 
county offices and institutions, public 
utilities, reta!l dealers, manufacturing 
plants on the War Industries Board 
preference list, industries not on the 
Hat, jobbers, lake steamers, steamers 
at tidewater. 

EMBARGO ON EXPORTS. 
Restoration of the coal priorities 
means awirtual embargo on the ex- 
port of coal, as coal for shipment 
abroad comes so far down in the list 
that there will be none available 
for that purpose. 

Dr. Garfield gave a comprehensive 
explanation of the plan adopted by 
the government to gaf the 
publica interests. 

“Our first duty was to protect the 
public.“ he said. “It would have re- 
quired too much time to set up the 
old machinery of the Fuel Admin- 
istration, so the Department of Jus- 
tice will have charge of seeing that 
the maximum price list is observed 
and the Railroad Administration, 
with its staff already in the field, 
will direct the distribution. 

“Any person who is charged more 
than the legal price for coal can 
obtain redress by applying to the 


district. 

“If the crisis is prolonged it might 
become necessary to call on the pro- 
ducing district representatives of the 
Fuel Administration. Against such a 
contingency I have telegraphed 
these twentyaseven representatives 
to hold themselves in readiness to 
render any assistance necessary to 
the district attorneys and the Rat- 
road Administration. It igs not er- 
pected that the State fuel adminia- 
trators will be called upon at pres- 
ent.” 

Director-General Hines today no- 
tified all regional directors to carry 
out the order which gives them au- 
thority both to seize and to divert 
coal in transit.

Miners were warned against ra- 
fcals who might take advantage of 
the strike, Farrington stated, tc 
preach their om.“ 
In a telegram late today to Jonn 
L. Lewis, acting president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
Farrington declared “the Anderson 
injunction only makes us that much 
more determined to fight to the 
bitter end.“ and offered the Illinois 
legal department's aid in combat 
ting the governments restraining 
order almed against the strike. 

ORATORICAL BARRAGE. 
| Assuming a defiant attitude to- 
wards the government's move to 
stop by injunction the threatened 
strike of soft coal miners, Frank 
Farrington, chairman of the miners’

Funeral services for the late 
George M. Munger, pioneer laundry 
man, planter, traveler ind live-stock 


p.m. today at the family residence, 
1922 South Hobart boulevard. 

Mr. Munger was born at 
N.Y., in 1839. During the Civil War 
he enlisted in the Guthrie Grays and 
in 1861 organized the Bighty-fifth 
New York Service of Volunteers, in 
which company he served as a lieu- 
tenant and later as acting captain. 

He was married at Cincinnati in 
1865 to Susie Bigham Owens Ot 
the seven children born to this union 
Mr. Munger leaves three: Mrs. 
George Black, of Vancouver, B.C., 
and Mrs, E. C. Riggle and George M. 
Munger, Jr., of Los Angeles. 

In 1863 Mr. Munger 
under the old St. James Hotel, 53 
washington street, Chicago, a laun- 
Gry business in which he retained 
his interest until a few years ago 
and which has grown to be one of 
the largest in the country. He re- 
tired from active business in 1886 
and moved to Kansas, where he de- 
veloped 2000 acres of raw prairie, 
making a hobby of fine live stock 
and choice trees. He moved to Cal- 
= in 1908 and had resided here 

ce. 

Mr. Munger was a pioneer planter of 

eucalyptus, and in 1910 set out 400 
sacres of these trees. 
He was formerly a member of the 
Los Angeles Athietic and the Rotary 
clubs, and was a charter member of 
the Union League Club of Chicago. 
A great traveler, he visited the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone every winter from 
the time of the French occupation 
until the big ditch was completed by 
Gen. Goethals, who was Mr. Mun- 
ger’s warm personal friend.

Southern California is the world’s fin- 
est section for automobilists as well as for 
ranchers and free industrial workers. For 
that reason more persons own cars here 
than in any other region of similar size. 
It is not surprising therefore that, despite 
the care which the majority of drivers un- 
conbtedly use, there are a considerable 
number of accidents. Not a few of these 
are due to willful disregard of the ordi- 
nance adopted by most Southland cities 
that automobiles must not be driven past 
standing street cars.

7 SUGAR MYSTERY. 

Sugar is disappearing from our ken. 
The bears tell us that a sugar bow! will 
soon be as hard to find as a five-dollar gold 
piece. The bulls say that it's all a fake; 
that there really isn’t any shortage. In the 
Meantime the hostess no longer inquires 
the number of lumps desired, but demands, 
just a trifle belligerently, if you will have 
“any” sugar? 

The sugar situation seems to be a dif- 
cult one to understand. The consumer cer- 
tainly fails to get the point. The retailer 
lifts his hands skyward and protests that 
it is none of his doing. The jobber de- 
Clares that he can't get the commodity to 
sell. The producer claims that this coun- 
try has had more sugar this year, by a bil- 
lion pounds, than it had last year. Now a 
billion pounds is quite a jag of sugar, but 
ig we did receive this amount in excess 
over the last year of the war, what bas be- 
come of-it and why are we facing empty 
bins and bitter coffee? 

It is the easiest thing in the world to bo- 
come involved in a maze of sugar statistics 
and one of the hardest things to extricate 
oneself therefrom. It does not mean s0 
very much to the man who likes his with 


dealers have cannily decided that they will 
be able to realize more upon their holdings 


if they keep them for the higher pricer 


which are expected when the lid is lifted. 
Accordingly, it is asserted by those who 
have been pinched that large quantities of 
sugar have been hustled into storage and 
withdrawn from circulation, thus forcing a 
stringency upon the public. 

On the other horn of the dilemma is 
spiked the fact that the American people 
have been upon a sugar spree and that now 
they are suffering the effects of the de- 
bauch in a scarcity of supply. There is 
probably something back of each conten- 
tion, but there is a prospect that candy and 
ice cream will become as expensive as 
fried eggs or chicken salad or any of the 
other almost unattainable luxuries. 

Nine billion pounds of sugar were con- 
sumed in the United States for the fiscal 
year of 1919, a per capita of eighty-three 
pounds, against seventy-seven pounds last 
year and thirty-three pounds in 1870. The 
average import price of the raw product 
brought in from foreign countries averaged 
a little more than 5 cents per pound, ex- 
clusive of duty, as against an average of 2 
cents per pound in 1914, and the United 
States only produced about one-quarter of 
the amount consumed. 

The government fixed the price at which 
the sugar could be sold, and which permit- 
ted only a very moderate profit. Tremen- 
dously augmented consumption, the heavy 
export demand, prohibition, which has 
greatly increased sugar sales, and the pros- 
pects of an open market for the 1920 crop 
have all chipped jn to bring about the pres- 
ent drought, which, whether it is real or 
forced, amounts to the same thing so far as 
the original victim, old Mr. Ultimate Con- 
sumer, is concerned. 

Getting right down to cases the average 
householder is not unduly excited over the 
sugar situation, for the average householder 
has a cute little container filled with sugar 
stored away under the kitchen sink or in 
some other safe and convenient spot. The 
retailer is somewhat worried, for his supply 
is limited and he is told that when that is 
gone there may be no more. The whole- 
saler is losing no sleep. 

The government has fixed the price max- 


_ imum, wholesale, at 11 cents, until the 1920 
crop, and the 1920 crop will not be exten- 


sively in evidence for six months or more. 
In the meantime the 1919 crop is coming 
in. The California beet-sugar factories are 
grinding it out now, and cane shipments 
from Hawaii will soon be arriving. The 
government can fix tHe price of this sugar 
so long as its lawful coptro! lasts, but it 


cannot compel the dealers to sell it. 


So we have an unprecedented consump- 
tion, which in part is not consumption at 
all. but hoarding by the consumer, and we 
have an alleged hoarding on the part of the 
middlemen, and we have a tendency on the 
part of the grower to sell to other coun- 
tries where the price is not regulated. 

Actually there is enough sugar to g0 
around, but the distribution is poor, and it 
may be necessary to tilt the price before 
We get all that is coming to us. The law 
of supply and demand works just as surely 
in sugar as it does in any other foodstuff, 
and the tempest in the teacup is really the 
result of a laudable attempt to hold to « 
fixed price in an open and rising market. 

We are going to have our sugar because 
the sugar is to be had, but we may have to 
pay more for it before we can get all that 
we want. We will probably continue to 
have a hand-to-mouth sugar existence for 
several weeks, but there is a lot of bluff 
in the controversy, and the seeker after 
truth must consolidate all of the conflict- 
ing interests and strike his own balance. 

During the war many people resolved 
that if they were ever again permitted to 
ne ve all he sugar they wanted they would 
never be caught without a sufficient supply 
on hand for every emergency. When the 
ban was lifted they proceeded to stock up, 
and the result was a withdrawal of thou- 
sands of tons from local circulation. 

Then the railroad strike came along and 
there was another raid upon the reserve 
stock. Dealers began to have visions of 
high prices; the Kast drew heavily on Cal! 
fornia'’s supply; a scare was inaugurated: a 
problem in psychology was introduced: and 
here we are without enough sugar in pub- 
lie view to attract a bumble bee.

The past year has been a good one for 
the cattle business, as years go, because 
farmers have used irrigation water liber- 
ally and have produced forage, no matter at 
what cost, being able to retrieve their over- 
head expenses by virtue of a market hun- 
gry for all sorts of meat and dairy prod- 
ucts. But the forthcoming year promises 
to top them all. !

BANKER IS A WITNESS. 


Financier on Trial at San Diego Takes 
Stand in Own Defense.

to make up discrepancies in ac- 


counts.

Mamas and Bank Examiner Oscar 
Thompson disagreed. 

Williams stated today that the 
Thompson statement regarding the 
securities and condition of the Ma- 
rine bank had caused the purchase 
of the concern. 

After the purchase of the bank, 
he said he checked the securities 
and found they resulted in a loss 
to the American Nationa] Bank, as 
many of the notes were past due. He 
told Thompson: 

“You handed us a gold brick.“ and 
Thompson said: | 

“Well, I think you can work out 
all right in time.” 

Regarding the purchase by Joseph 
Sefton from Williams of the latter's 
First National Bank stock, after 
shortages had been found in the ac- 
counts, Williams said he told Sefton 
he was. offering too low a price on 
the stock. Sefton replied, Williams 
stated in his testimony, that he had 
better come down, and referred to 
the fate of Milton Barber, former 
bank cashier, now in San Quentin.
